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DETAILS: 

HE* JOHN C* HSUKHH21, Secrctary-lianager of the I&iskegon Ckaraber 
of Co&norce, on October 22, 1942 furnished this office with infestation relative 
to IBANK ITORPHT, one of the subjects in this case, who represented hi&self to be 
an &£ont of the said Constitutional Educational League. 

13. EEUKE?*& advised that tffi* C* E.t JOEtfSGK of the Sealed power 
Corporation of Muskegon, Michigan, recently called] hin and asked what tho 
Constitutional Educational League v/as about and if the files in the Chamber of 
Ccr^orcc at Ifuskegon contained any informtion rrith reference to that organ- 
isation* IS. B3UKB!ft stated that J0EJS01J advised hin that he gave to ono 
EHAHK MURPHY the sum of 0600 as a contribution to the League* ; 
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MR* EUKBiA stated that he advised KR. JOESSCH that the Constitutional 
Educational League did not have the endorsement of the United States Chaaber of 
Commerce or the endorsement of the National Better Business Bureau. !Jr. BSUKEIA 
stated that .MR* JOHMS0H said he ms sending FBfiBK MURJPHI dowa to the Chafer of 
Coma@rce to talk to him about the league and its work and purposes* He advised 
that i!R # TfUKFBX did not come to the Chaaiber of Cornier ce until a few days later 
when MR. J0EJ3CN called and asked if MR* IfflJRPHJT had made his appearance, and 
when advised to the contrary, HR* JOHMSOM stated that he was bringing MR* MURPHI 
down to talk to him* MR« BEUKE^IA stated that he talked to MR. TfURPHI for so&e 
time about the league and asked him if the league had the approval of the 
National Better Business Bureau. He further stated that he asked Jffi. MJRPHT 
for a financial statement of 1ke league, which MR. ISDRPHI refused to give. He 
stated that MURFHX naid that the league was endorsed by the Dies Ccmittee. 
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In the course of the conversation, MR. EiUKSTiA stated that in an out- 
burst by MR* MURPHY, he claimed that the Attorney-General of the United States 
was an **out and out Communist" and that at the present time the Attorney-General 
was in possession of a Communist card.

JffiHPBI advised 
that the Constitutional Educational League, Incorporated, had its national head- 
quarters in the First National Bank Building, New Haven, Connecticut^ that the 
New lork headquarters were located at 342 tSadisoa Avenue, Mew York, that the 
nidwest headquarters were located in the Pioneer Building, Fadison, ifisconsin, 
and that the southern headquarters were located in the Protective Life Building, 
EirMnshaa, Alabama. MR. BEUKkl'A advised the writer that he did not knov/ very 
much about the Constitutional Educational League, but he understood it was supposed 
to be a non-profit and non^political organization which was founded in 1919, and 
that so far as he knew, there had never been an endorsement of that league by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. Ee stated that at the present tiie he was 
writing to the United States Chasiber of Comerce for further information relativd 
to the work of the League. 

KR. BEUE&MA was unable to furnish asgr additional information with 
reference to WJMK MURPHI, his address or his work, but he stated that the Subject 
had a letter in his possession from JOHN ¥.VE£DG3TT, Grand Rapids, l!ich., which 
letter was an approval of the work of the league. He advised that kr. GEORGE 
i CAMNOJ of Campbell, Yfrant and Cannon, Lkskegon Heists, Michigan, was very auch- / 
interested in the league and could furnish a great deal of information relative 
to PRffiiK JURPH3T and in regard to the league. 
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1!R. BE0KS214. stated that MR* L. ci TffiJLffiiR of Muskegon, Michigan 
was also a contributor to the league*. MR J EJUXfcSffli furnished the writer with 
two pamphlets put out by the Constitutional Educational League, one of which 
■was entitled <*How to IVin the Ttfer and Lose That ye arc Fighting For** and 
»CJhat«s Cookin*', which pamphlet deals with the rationing of sugar, rubber, 
and gas* 

?<R. C. E. J0BS20N, President of the Sealed Power Corporation, advised 
he first became acquainted with subject ERAHK MUHPHT in 1942 after he had re- 
ceived a telephone call from MR*. GEORGE CftlJMQR, President of the Campbell, 
Yfyant and Cannon foundry in Huskegon. He said m. GMKOft wanted him to talk 
to !SR. MUBPHT and for him to explain the program to him. He said inasmuch as 
MR. GEMKQH was one of his close personal friends he felt he should talk to MR. 
I!URPHI and that MR* KDHPHT did come to his office and explained the work of the 
Constitutional Educational League* He said he had nade contributions which 
amounted to approximately C700 or £5800 to m. 15JHPHI but that approximately 
three months ago when ?!R. IIUBPHT was again in his office he told MR. ITJHPHT 
he did not want to see him again. He said every tame I5R. I5JBPHI cam to his 
office and told him about the Communists who were working for the Government 
in Washington, D.C. that he became so upset he could not rest* He said he 
had never been able to understand just exactly what MR» TOTRPHT was driving at 
but he recalled the last time he was in his office that he said "VOxeii the time 
coiaes we will strike and when we strike we will win 11 .

BEOKfeffiR it did not have the endorsement of the Chardber of Coianerce. MR. JOHKSOEF 
said he advised ME. EEUKBHA. he was sending MR. IflJEPHI down to the Chamber of 
Comerce to talk to him and that since MR. MQRPHT did not call as premised 
the next time he saw him he personally took MR. UURPHX down to see IK. BSUE2K. 
and that KR. EUKE 7 !A talked with him for a considerable period of time a bout the 
league ♦ 
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MR* JOKISON was unable to furnish any specific information other 
than the statements set forth above that had been made by the subject, how- 
ever he did say that he had always been skeptical of JTUHPHI and he felt ha 
was conducting his racket and that consequently he did not care to have any 
further dealings with him and that he had so advised ISURPHY. He said ISU 
GEORGE CUNMM was entirely sold on the idea of the Constitutional Educational 
League, Ine* and that it had more or less become a pet project of his in the 
City of J'uskegon and that axyone making any disparaging remarks about the 
league would not meet with the approval of !!R # CMKOII* 

I55L 0* aJsYESRTH, President of ttxe iVest Michigan Steel Foundry Co* 
advised in 1941 he became acquainted with subject ERSNK MURPHI through MR* 
GEORGE CANNON of Campbell, Y*yant & C a mon Foundry ♦ He stated inasmuch as he 
had always headed many drives for the Community Chest, etc. in the City of 
Muskegon and inasmuch as Mr* CANNQI had always been one of the more liberal 
contributors he felt he should make a contribution to the Constitutional 
Educational League purely as a matter of friendship to MR* GEORGE GANNON* 
He said the program of the Constitutional Educational League, as explained to 
him at that time, was that literature regarding the Communists would be fur- 
nished a list of individual workers whose names were to be supplied fcy the 
industrialist* ?ffi* 3YFERTH said he was skeptical of HUBPHX from the first 
tine he ever saw him and therefore after he furnished a list of workers to be 
supplied literature from the Constitutional Educational League and who were 
workers in his plant that he personally made a check among the workers and 
at no time did they ever receive any literature from the League. He said he

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Sift* SYEERTH said since he had not had any labor difficulties in his 
plant and that his plant was already organized at the tine Mil. 1OTRPHI came 
to him with reference to the work of the League he did not talce any stock in 
the propaganda that was being issued by the League and that he had advised 
industrialists in the City of Muskegon that MRPHI was a racketeer and -was 
conducting a racket purely for personal gain* 

MR* JOHN C* BEUKE&, Secretary Manager of the Muskegon Chamber of 
Coianierce* was recontacted by the writer and he advised the files in his office 
failed to disclose acy additional information v/ith reference to the Constitutional 
Educational League except that a letter from, the U*S* Chamber of C amerce advised 
him that the Chaaber of Comerce did not endorse the Constitutional Educational 
League* He said his files also contained information which had been furnished 
by the national Inf onoation Bureau, Inc. to the effect that when tT0SSP^fef?P___ 
was asked why he had not filed a financial statement KAHP replied "because ~ * 
we do not wish to be bothered by the groups whose propaganda we are ccmtting 11 . 
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BMTKEMA stated also that MURPHX claimed that MB.? KE!'5?Ml, former 
President of the U*S.Chaatber of Comerce^ had endorsed the Constitutional 
Educational League but he said a communication from, the U, 3. Chamber of Commerce 
advised him that a check of the records in the national offices of the U. S» 
Chamber of Commerce Tailed to reflect any record that MR. KEEPER had ever 
written to the Constitutional Educational League as President of the Chamber 
of Commerce* 3he U.S. Chamber of Commerce also advised in a letter dated 
October 29, 1942 to MR. BBUKESA that they had never been able to obtain a 
financial statement of the Constitutional Educational League. 

MR* C. J* REESE > President of the Continental Motors Corporation, ad- 
vised he was introduced to MR* MDRPHI by IE* GEORGE CMHON and that he listened 
to !*r.

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Confidential Informants in the section have advised 

that the "Bridgeport Sunday Herald" follows the Communist Party line. 
They have further pointed out that they did not know if this is due to the 
editorial policy of the newspaper or to the fact that certain reporters 
are members of the Communist Party* The paper itself claims to be pro- 
Labor. Its publisher is LEIG^ilNENBERG, who is also the Chairman of the 
Russian War Relief, Incorporated, in Bridgeport. 

It has been reported to this office, although, not yet proven, 
that the actual owner of the "Bridgeport Herald" is SA1TCARP, brother-in-law 
of MOLOTOV, high Russian official. " A

W. DANIEL BELL, Manager of the Better Business Bureau, V 
Inc., 516 Ellicott Square Building,, Buffalo, furnished i 
the reporting agent with a copy of a report prepared by 
the Better Business Bureau, Inc. on the League, This 
report was forwarded to individuals requesting informal' 
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tion concerning the League in the Buffalo area- The report appears 
to have been prepared by the National Headquarters of the Better 
Business Bureau and contains no additional inf ormation to that 
already contained in the Bureau files. 

There, however, might be some yalue in this report 
wherein the Better Business Bureau advises that since they have 
been receiving inquiries concerning the League, the Business Bureau 
had noted that: 

1. Its publications have been primarily anti-Com- 
munistic. 

2. Its publications have a definite anti-New Deal 
trend. 

3. It has been more active during the weeks im- 
mediately preceding national elections, and 
there is no doubt that its publications have 
been used widely for political purposes* 

4. It has been condemned publically by certain 
persons who are believed to have "Left Wing" 
sentiments and tendencies. 

5 # The organization has been a vigorous supporter 

of the Dies Committee ♦ 

(A wire to Congressman Dies from the Buffalo 
Better Business Bureau asking his opinion of 
the Constitutional Educational .League, Inc. 
brought no reply.) 

6. There is a tendency upon the part of certain 
persons in control of the organization to 
brand everyone who docs not completely agree 
with everything they say as a "radical." 

7. In some instances persons tfno made contribu- 
tions to the organization have been embarrassed 
because their checks have been shown to other 
prospective contributors. 

In connection ydth the soventh observation made by 
the Better Business Bureau BKLL advised that the Rochester 
Better Business Bureau had received complaints concerning subject 
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whatever ve do, had better be good, and then some. A miracle has 
just got to happen, and quick. Few people realize how dose we 
are to the brink. My last few days in Washington told me plenty. 
The Red clique around Roosevelt are alarmed over mounting criti- 
cism in the press and on the radio. They see evidence of a ris- 
ing public opinion against them and 'their policies — with the 
result that they're trying to prevail upon "The Chief' 1 to clsmp 
a muzzle on everybody and really "take over, " which will mean 
the end for us, and for our friends ... and for the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, too!! 

"Seriously, I'm convinced that if an a±r raid comes, 
or if there's any kind of an invasion, even in Alaska, it will 
be used as an excuse. Roosevelt will crack down, seize every- 
thing, and we'll all be through - vdth the Constitution, the Bill 
of Rights, and the "Four Freedoms" - all in the ash can. 

"If Mr. Sowers doesn't trust my judgment, or if he 
really has some one on top who will put on the pressure, and he 
wants the MMQRANDDM re-written, I suppose I'll do it, if there's 
still time.

"MEMORANDUM 

"In Re: "Confidential Report" of Better Business Bureau 

"A casual reading of this report by any fair-minded per- 
son vail reveal a veiy definite bias, which is to be expected from 
an organization whose business is predicated upon the exposure of 
cheats, frauds, gyps and rackets. Being naturally suspicious of 
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everything and everybody it is understandable that the Bureau 
should be slightly befuddled when a legitimate organization, with 
a ticklish job to do, exercises necessary caution in its own 
'protection- BUT to the initiated the whole tenor of the report 
indicates Leftish leanings on the part of the writer, who, wit- 
tingly or unwittingly, follows the Communist l party line 1 in the 
conviction that any anti-Communist individual or organization 
must necessarily be 'Fascist' — end perhaps 'Nazi', too. 

"Although the League may not have come to the Bureau's 
attention until 1936, as set forth in the first paragraph, it 
should be remembered that the League was functioning and did a 
bang-up job long before the Better Business Bureau wns organized. 
The ' contact ' mentioned, from whom the Bureau secured its original 
information was the New Haven Chamber of Commerce. 

"Accordingly, the second, third and fourth quoted para- 
graphs are substantially correct except that it is not made clear 
that the report concerns the Connecticut organization which was 
part of a national movement organized in 1919 and headed at the 
time by Major William F. Deegan, former New York State Commander 
of the American Legion. It may also be noted, although it is not 
important, except for subsequent inferences, ttjat no mention is 
made of the League *s educational work along Constitutional lines 
and its efforts on behalf of theCitizens Military Training Camps. 

T, In regard to the report of the Hartford Better Business 
Bureau in which an effort is deliberately maae to depreciate the 
importance of the League's work we submit that inasmuch as our en- 
deavors do not come within the scope of the Bureau* s understand- 
ing that it was therefore not competent to evaluate the importance, 
effectiveness or value of the League's activities. 

"However, ct the time, there were two individuals, in 
particular, in Hartford who were quite competent to express them- 
selves: The head of the State Police and the Connecticut Com- 
missioner of Labor. 

'In the past, I have had occasion to observe the activi- 
ties of the League, and its representatives, at first 
hand, and in every instance they have accomplished a 
splendid work in combatting the Communists. I am firmly 
convinced that the work being done by the League is ex- 
tremely valuable to the state and to those citizens of the 
state who believe in the preservation of our form of 
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government* I consider that the League deserves any 
support that can be given,'

But instead of telling 
both sides of the story, the report says briefly later on, that 
Mr. Kamp ... made f a few uncomplimentary remarks about the 
Committee. ! 

"Please take particular notice of the underscored 
words in the next sentence of the report which reads: 

'At this point, to might mention parenthetically that 
such of the booklets distributed by the above subject 
as we have seen areTdevoted almost exclusively to an 
expose of alleged Communistic activities in the United 
States with practically no reference to Fifth Column 
activities of the Fascists or the Nazis!! 

"A quick reader could not help but get the inference 
that we are concerned about a questionable or Alleged 1 threat 
or problem and that *e are deliberately ignoring the menace of 
and perhaps are even sympathetic to the Fascists and Nazis. 
Actually by a clever construction of v/or ds, the writer is very, 
very careful to leave himself an 'out 1 . It is not strange that 
he should, in so many words,,, admit that there are other booklets 
vhich he has not seen (although everything we ever published 
has been sent to the Better Business Bureau) j that our literature 
is not exclusively devoted to an expose of Communist activities; 
and that there are references to Fifth Column activities of the 
Fascists and Nazis? (Y/e cheerfully challenge anyone to produce 
a more effective picture of the fallacy of Fascism , Nazism and 
Communiani than our leaflet *BUT?ER, SHOES, A RADIO AND A CAR', 
or a more devastating and more factual expose of the Fas cist, 
Nazi and Communist Fifth Column than that contained in our 
FIFTH COLUMN Map and Directory), 

"The report then presents a preposterous paradox. 
The Better Business Bureau, organized and maintained by capi- 
talists and capitalist corporations holds up as an authority, 
end quotes, an anti- capitalist Red magazine to smear a defender 
of capitalism as developed under the American system of society 
and government. 
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"Since the Better Business Bureau had a complete 
answer to the News Republic article., it should in all fair- 
ness, either have conducted an investigation to ascertain which 
statements art,' true or it should have quoted the very definite 
answers to each charge instead of lightly brushing off the 'meat* 
of the reply with the bland statement: *llr. Kamp was written 
regarding the "Mew Republic" article (but not by the Better 
Business Bureau) aid issued a general denial of its accuracy. 

"The answer, not a general denial by specific denials 
of each and every item said in part: 

'Without attempting to answer any of my accusations con- 
cerning Fifth Columnists on the government payroll, you 
simply make unfounded charges against me.

'The Constitutional Educational League has not been en- 
dorsed by Dr. Patrick Scanlon or James True, and every 
other charge, inference, or innundo, made by either 
you or the New Republic is a deliberate falsific- tion 
of facts-. 

•So much for the New Republic smear I' 

"The report then mokes a major point of the fact that 
we have not mr.de available to the bureau minute details regarding 
our activities. Our reluctance, in this connection, was uqP^d 
totho Bur-.au and should be understandable to anyone sincerely in 
svmoathy vdth our work. The Bureau's reports are available to the 
^f. LTlL^.r^ to our enemie s in Red circles who could very 
easily use certain information to our distinct disadvantage. 

"We have given the bureau all the pertinent information 
that would ordinarily be necessary to enable it to securer fair 
end honest picture of the League' s activities, its antegrity, 
Sd responsibility and the effectiveness of .^3 work Jfe have sub- 
mitted letters of endorsement and commendation from the met 
reliable sources. 

»V«© have even submitted &. financial re>port, explainir-- 
that it did not showma.ior printing s and .mailings paid for rt- 
ly by interest^ parO^i nnd did not incxuae the majnton- 
either the western or southern oXll^e^j^^ t^T^^- 
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were finance directly. This was done on the theory that the 
Surtax was honestly interested in ascertaining whether or not 
the overhead was reasonable* The figures sperfc for themselves, 
but it should be renumbered that 1939 was & ■ recession year, 
income was down, and activities had been curtailed* 

"Although it was understood that the financial state- 
ment was submitted in confidence and wculd not be made public 
it was immediately added to the Bureau's report — and without 
any explanation as made above vhich is perhaps just as well be- 
cause to go into detail would publicize ' trade secrets' which our 
Red friends' would give their right arms to know about* 

,r 0n the last pa^re of the report, the Bureau attempts 
to deliver three body blows — below the belt* 

"The Rochester Bureau reports *that the activities of 
one Frank Murphy, a- representative of the subject had occasioned 
considerable criticism in Rochester. * He must have djne some- 
thing terrible! Just what did Mr. Murphy do? Tfihy didn't the 
Better Business Bureau explain? We'll tell you* Mr. Murphy 
'occasioned considerable criticism in Rochester' against the 
load Better Business Bureau because he complained to some 
leading citizens that the local manager of the Bureau had, in 
violation of a confidence, circulated mimeographed copies of the 
League's financial report in en unsuccessful attempt to have 
certain responsible people withdraw their support.

"We have nothing to hide from our friends and sup- 
porters, but our books will not be opened again to the Better 
Business Bureau. • As to salaries, we have no hesitancy in dis- 
closing the fact that both the full-time Secretary and the full- 
time Executive Vice Chairman, who receive the highest salaries, 
'are supposed tu get &L00 a week, and that neither of them have 
received full salary in my year since these salaries were voted 
in early 1937, Last year the highest sum pjvid to any individual 
was $6,435,00, vtoich included year. round traveling expenses end 
cover d a trip to the coast and back. Our books are open at 
all tines for the inspection of our friends, and wo mean FRIMDS*

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"The Boston Better Business Bureau supplies the final 
item. It is intentionally presented in such a my as to leave 
the impression that the Leage 'prepared' literature for the 
'Christian F r ont' *ich has been getting so much bad publicity 
these past several months. 

"The League has never prepared literature for any 
other organization or group. Everything is published under its ■ 
om name. We cannot prevent anyone from distributing it. Out 
we have never given or sold any literature to the Christian Front. 

"Our booklets, pamphlets and maps have been distributed 
•and used by members of Congress, Military Intelligence and Naval 
Intelligence, investigators for the United States Civil Service 
Commission, membors of the F.B.I. , Chambers of Commerce, National 
Association of Manufacturers, Labor Unions (AFL and Independent), 
patriotic, fraternal end civic organizations, churches and clerical 
groups, Veterans of Foreign Wars,, the American Legion, and by men 
and women of every race, color and creed, in every walk of Hie, 
all good Americans - including thousands of people who are sub- 
scribers to the Better Business Bureau, but vino know which side 
of the fence they're on and have intelligence enough to think and 
act for themselves."

been infiltrated and controlled by the Communist 
Party. In one instance an informant reported that 
it received financial support from Amtorg Trading 
Co., the principal Soviet commercial agency in 
the United States, while another informant stated 
that funds of the N. C. D. P. P. had been diverted 
to Communist Party uses. These allegations are 
supported by substantial evidence. 



For years persons prominently identified with 
communism in this country have been associated 
with it, including members of the national com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, Communist State 
officers,, a present coowner of the Daily Worker, 
and numerous fellow travelers who were also 
closely associated with various Communist-front 
organisations, contributors to Communist publi- 
cations, and otherwise outstanding in Communist 
activities* A former national. chairman of the 
N. C. D. P. P., a member of t£e Communist Party, 
United States of America, is confxdeMitially re- 
ported to have toured the country witfe a German 
"political prisoner," lecturing on conditions in 
Germany and raising considerable funds, a portion 
of which were diverted to Communist Party uses. 
The organisation has also collaborated with many 
other known Communist-front groups in their ac- 
tivities. According to another confidential 
source, plans for agitation and organisation of 
the unemployed in the State of New York, leading 
eventually to the national hunger march of 1931, 
were partially formulated at its national office. 
It is significant that the cases selected for de- 
fense, so far as known, have, without exception, 
been those of Communists or cases publicised by* 
the Communist Party. 




International Workers of the World and the Peo- 
ple's Council, a radical organisation, joined the 
Communist Party, She is presently a member of the 
party's national committee and one of its out- 
standing leaders . 



Information secured from confidential 'infor- 
mants, in a position to speak reliably, indicates 
that the National Committee for the Defense of 
Political Prisoners is substantially equivalent 
to International Labor Defense, legal arm of the 
Communist Party. Unlike International Labor De- 
fense, however, which operates principally among 
the middle and lower classes, the subject organi- 
zation caters to financially and socially promi- 
nent liberals to attract the influence of their 
patronage and their contributions in support of 
civil liberties cases selected for defense. Its 
membership, which in 1937 was stated under oath 
by a southern official \o .number approximately 
150 persons, has never beervsought to be increased 
substantially. It maintains a Rational office in 
New York City and from time to VcLme has/had branch 
offices at Boston, Philadelphia, Cl&veland, and 
in northern and southern California. ,The organ- 
isation works through local branch of f ibes opened 
in the locality of an alleged "political persecu- 
tion" selected for representation. Such local 
offices conduct publicity campaign through press 
releases and solicit funds to defray the cost of 
defending the alleged victims and of supporting 
their dependents during and after trial.

NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR THE DEFENSE OF POLITICAL 
PRISONERS AND NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR PEOPLE'S 

RIGHTS. 



The National Committee for the Defense of Po- 
litical Prisoners is an organization created 
ostensibly to support and defend civil liberties. 
In January 1938 its name was changed to the Na- 
tional Committee for People's Rights although so 
far as known, no substantial change was made in 
its set-up or functions. ,.At the present time its 

is referred to interchangeably^ under both names. 



Information regarding this organization is 
limited. It is not known wh'en the < National Com- 
mittee for the Defense of Political Prisoners was 
formed but there is a record of its meeting as 
eariy as July 1921. At that time it appeared to 
follow an anarchistic trend and not to be con-' 
nected with the Communist Party. In fact, a meet- 
ing held at New Orleans in 1925 was reported to 
have been broken up by Communists when a speaker 
attempted to address it regarding "Political Fri-' 
soners of Russia.-" Communist penetration appears 
to have .begun -about 1926 when Elizabeth GnvXey 
Flynn, its then secretary, who was active in tfita 1 ** 



The N, C. D. P. F # figured prominently in 
demonstrations on behalf of the Scottsboro boys; 
vigorously protested the prosecution of Angelo 
Herndon, presently a high Communist official; 
condemned the "persecution" of William Schneid- 
erman, California State secretary of the Commu- 
nist Party, and Earl Browder, general secretary 
of the Communist Party, United States of America; 
came to the fore in defense of individuals prose- 
cuted for soliciting recruits for armies of Loy- 
alist Spain; defended those prosecuted for pro- 
curing forged signatures to a Communist election 
petition in Pennsylvania; organised the Oklahoma 
Committee to Defend Political Prisoners; and so- 
licited funds and sought to obtain as much Nation- 
wide publicity as possible on .behalf of Robert 
Wood, Oklahoma State secretary of the Communist 
Party, and his Communist codef endants in the re- 
cent syndicalism trials in that State. 



It also has followed 'the Communist Party line 
.in numerous instances, condemning" the ;Dies com- 
mittee and the methods of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the use of troops in 'connection 
with the North American Aviation .do. strike in 
California in June 1941, .and protesting the ad- 
ministration's foreign policy prior to the Nazi 
attack on Russia. Subsequent to the invasion it 
sponsored a people's meeting. 



The organization has also engaged in activi- 
ties which are not strictly civil liberties in 
character. In April 1938, for example, it eo ?

"The Chief of the Foreign Section of the (MI is 28-year- 
old Hatt Gordon, who spent his entire life on the lower East

In an article Hfltten by LEO J. M&RGOLIH, ifeich appeared in 
the "B4* newspaper,reference was made to the pamphlets published by the 
C0NSTHT3TI0HAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE emblazoned with the "unauthorized state* 
mentt ♦PROM IHB SECRET FIIES OF THE EBP* 11 It is stated that on August 
20th, Attorney General B1DDLB announced that the FBI had spent §100,000 
to find that only two of the 1121 persons nam^d as Comounists by KAMP 
were actually Communists* The article continued by stating that KMff told 
*Bt" that this report was "a despicable fraud and an insult to every aember 
of Congress*" 

"P1I" described KAMP as having a long record of association

and your apology to the persons libeled therein, in the same 
space you used to advertise and promote distribution of the 
book* Such withdrawal and public apology I hereby demand, 
reserving my individual rights and those of the Constitu- 
tional Educational League* Inc., for further appropriate ac- 
tion*" 

the letter dated July 26, 1945 ims addressed to BHENTANO f S BOOK- 
STORES, INC*, 586 Fifth Avenue, and simply advised that said book contains 
grossly libelous and damaging statements concerning the CONSTITUTIONAL EDIT* 
CAIIONAL LEAGUE, INC*, and "nyself, and that you will be held legally respon- 
sible for your part in giving it circulation* 11 

An individual from the ANT>D]^AMfe!EION LEAGUE of Hew York City 
advised Special Agent H. HAROLD CALKINS of this office that he had been ad** 
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vised by FRAMK W* KRfiMER, Acting Colleotor of Internal Revenue at Hertford, 
Connecticut* that the COHSTKUIIOH&L EDUCATIGHAL LEAGUE* TSO. was tax 
exeiapt # It was also stated that in order to be tax exeigpfc a corporation 
would have had to file a petition with the Department of Internal Revenue* 
The petition probably would alleg^a that it was engaged in educational ac- 
tivities and was not an organization for profit* 

It was also suggested to Agent CALKINS that name of the organ* 
isation "COIJSTITUTIQHAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE, INC** does not signify the true 
putpose of th* corporation in that it was not entirely engaged in educational 
activities but had encroached upon the field of politics in which case it 
anight be liable for the payment of income taxes*

Reference is made to Bureau letter dated July 10, 19k3. to New Haven 
Field division with copies thereof to New York and Albany, advising all 
offices receiving a copy of the letter to immediately complete the investi- 
gation outstanding in their offices and submit the results to the Bureau in 
the immediate future*

It has been ascertained that subject JOSEPH PETER KAMP is registered 
under the Selective Service Act with Local Board No. 20 at 331 Madison Avenue , 
New York City, and has Order Number 13999 ♦ It appears from the records of 
said board that a questionnaire was .mailed to Mr* KAMP on August 15, 19u2 and 
that up to this time he has failed to return the same* In view of the cir- 
cumstances it was not deemed advisable for the New York Field Division to 
present these facts to the U. S* Attorney since it is usually considered merely 
a technical violation when the subject is over the draft age. The New Haven 
Office is requested to advise this office whether or not to present the facts 
of the violation of the Selective Service Act to the United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of New York for prosecutive action. It is felt 
that the office of origin may consider the subject's continued delinquency^ 
of value if the case is presented to the Department on the Sedition or Regis- 
tration Act angle. ^^^ 

The New Haven Field Division is further advised #hat according to 
information received by this office JOSEHI PETER KAMP is publishing a book 
to refute the allegations concerning himself and others contained in the 
book, fffader Cover", written by JOHN. BOt'gARLSOH. The company reported to 
be prating the book for KAMP is the)#AN DYCK PRINTING COMPANY, 9h$ Grand 
Avenue, New Haven, Connecticut. It 4s possible that the book, or enlarged 
pamphlet, is now in the process of being printed by that concern. This in- 
formation is being furnished to the New Haven Field Division in order that 
it may take such steps as it deems desirable.

Lesgos, Incorporated* Mr* BCMBRIG2I? stated that MDHPHJf di$ not go into 
the details of the organisation; however, his entire conversation indicated 
to him that the organization was fostering anti^STey Deal ideas and anti** 
Ccanmnist ideas,, He stated that as he recalled, the theme that MUBPHT 
followed was the fight against the Comnronist influence in government and 
also to~-conduct an anti-Hew Deal campaign* 

stated that he requested a contribution 
ALthtfagh herdid not request any specific amount., BCMH3IGHJP 
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stated that he gave him the impression it would take a large contribution 
in the neighborhood of one thousand dollars or more to satisfy him. Mr.

Reference is made to your teletype dated December 7, 
1943, in which it was stated that the Department desires verification of 
the date questionnaire was mailed to Subject KAHP as well as the type of 
questionnaire, and that decision relative to prosecution was being held 
pending receipt of this verification* 

The Bureau wap advised by teletype from the New 
York Field Division on December 10, 1943, that the type of questionnaire 
mailed to the Subject on August 15, 1942, was the regular Selective Service 
Questionnaire, Form No* 40, which was verified from the original entry

PROFESSOR JAMES A*4fflBLQpjr, who, according to KAMP, was one of the original 
committee members of thefflftlEBIOAN LEAGUE FOR PEACE AND DEMOCRACY, which 
was an out-growth of th^ONGRESS AGAINST TffiR AND FASCISM. KAMP charges 
"that in its early days tlie^ANTI-NAZELEAGUE was financed by Nazi Funds, 
by that he means that they accepted advertising in the Anti-Nazi Bulletin 
from a firm allegedly owned by Nazi interests.^ He cites a vicious circle 
of democratic organizations which include tif^^iends of Democracy, the 
iJ^Anti-defamation Leagu^ferai Britfa, and also others* He alleges that the 
^ investigative departments maintained by these organizations constitute 
the "Un-American Gestapo". 

KAKP f s idua is that the publication of his book and 
the Tfijheeler sub-Committee Hearings on "Under Cover" will all break at 
approximately the same time as the trial of the 34 seditionists* Because 
of" this, it is calculated that the book will arouse tremendous interest 
throughout the country which will be taken up and spread on the front pages

Informant states that among other things, -DOROTHY 
TIARING alleges that she has discovered that when KAMP published the 
J^Awakener" in company with H/ffiOI^5tSftNES:, their rent was paid by an Italian 
alien through the Bank of Italy through the year 1938.

DR. LE0e)&FRKHEAD, who is the head of the FRIENDS OF DEMOCRACY. The most 
serious^charge contained in the book, according to the Informant, is to 
the effect that DOROTHY WARING represents herself to be an F. B* I. Agent 
and an Agent of G-2 on numerous occasions » The Informant states that this 
is the only charge that a Federal Law has been violated, except that it 
was charged that DOROTHY WARING is working as an Austrian propagandist under 
the Austrian Monarchist Movement*

which they believe that -the pamphlets will bring; that there is nothing 
political about it, although its offices are the same as those of the 
CONSTITUTIONAL EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE. 

Informant advised that DOROTHY FARING of the ANTI-NAZI 
LEAGUE is going on a lecture tour sponsored by the RED PATH LECTURE BUREAU 
of Ihite plains, New York, and that the circulars announcing her tour 
refer to her as "Secret Agent 89" • At the bottom of the circulars, it 
states that she is not an agent of the F* B. I» 

This Informant advised that in his opinion it is pos- 
sible that KAMP may have failed to return his questionnaire in view of the 
fact that he did not want the NON-SECTARIAN ANTI-NAZI LEAGUE to have access 
to information contained therein*. 

It was felt that the Bureau might desire this informa- 
tion at this t ime in view of the fact that the Department is presently 
considering the prosecution of KAMP for his failure to return his question-
